The Treasury Department at Wash- 


ington is in daily receipt of a large 
number of requests for silver dollars 
of this year's coinage. This demand is 
principally from gold men who desire 
to use them in the campaign to con- 
Tines the public that silver dollars are 
now being coined. It appears that tlie 
Treasury Department has been pre- 
paring for this demand. A few months 
ago the Philadelphia and San Fran- 
cisco mints were ordered to coin silver 
dollars. The object of this order was 
uot then understood, as only a few 
million silver dollars had been coined 
since May, 1893, when nu order was 
issued suspending tho coinage of staud- 
ard dollars altogether. When Cleve- 
land entered the White House the sec- 
ond time there wero about 80,000,000 
silver dollars iu the Treasury. In 1893 
the stock was exhausted and during 
the panic standard dollars commanded 
a premium of about two per cent iu 
New York. Since February 1st of this 
year about 11,000,000 of the coins have 
been struck at the mints, but it ap- 
pears that they are not sufficient to 
supply the demand. It would take 
about 70,000,000 to give each inhabitant 
of the United States a single dollar 
each and though there is sufficient 
bullion in the' Treasury for twice that 
number of dollars it has been permit- 
ted to remain there useless as its bulk 
ot cobble stones, while the Treasury 
notet paid out gome years ago for its 
purchase hav* been redeemed in gold. 
Tbe gold syndicate did not want it 
coined, as it would increase the volume 
of money, but now that dollars of 1896 
we wanted for campaign purposes, 
they are being coined at the rate of 
2,000,000 a month to give the gold ora- 
tor*, home and Imported, opportunity 
to allege that though silver in being 
coined it does not reileve the general 
dirtrew.

The Game at Draught*. 


Draughts in some shape or form is 


doubtless a very ancient pastime. In- 
deed, the safest thing to say about it is 
that its origin is lost in the mists of' 
antiquity. Representations of persons 
playing at a game resembling draughts 
arp frequently found on ancient Egyp- 
tian monuments at least 3,000 years old. 
The Greeks had a similar game, from 
whom possibly it passed to the Romans. 
At least tho old Roman game of latrun- 
culi seems to havo been a kind of 
draughts, though it is doubtful if the 
game as now played is very ancient. 
Tho game waa popular and well known 
in Franco and Spain in the seventeenth 
century and was probably played there 
arid in England ceuturics before that. 
That it was from Franco the game came 
into many of tho other countries is evi- 
dent from the fact that the French 
name—jcn do dames—passed with it. 


Dam or dnmmo was once the regular 


Englisii name for one of the pieces. In 
Germany the ganio is still called dame- 
spiel, in Holland tho board is dambord, 
and in Scotland (as will bo remembered 
by readers of Dean Ramsay's anecdotes) 
dauibfocl still survives. Iu the United 
States the less usual name of chequers, 
spoiled checkers, is employed. Polish, 
Spanish, Italian nnd Turkish draughts 
aro varieties of the sarao game. Tho 
Polish game, which has several pecul- 
iarities, was introduced to Paris in 
1723 and was at first played on a board 
of 100 squares with 40 men.—Cham- 
bers' Journal.

It belongs to the t 
parasitical fumily of trees cr plants, 
but, terrible to relate, it invariably with 
tho basest ingratitude destroys all life 
in the ujifortuiiato ttco that cherishes it 
iu its early growth. The seeds aro borne 
oil tho wings of tho wind nud deposited 
on tho branches of other trees, when 
they burst into roots, which srocirc!.j:f<! ' 
tovt'ard the ground all round tho ' 'uuvt ;•" I 
tree. 
In tinio these roots reach the 


ground and strike into tho soil.

From this moment the root:? grow 


Stronger and stronger, until they resem- 
ble a lot of ' rope .ladders thrown over 
tho trea, West, tho parasite sends down 
a great cord, which twines round tho 
trunk of the supporting tres, at first as 
though in loving embrace, but it grows 
tighter and tighter, eventually stran- 
gling its benefactor out of existence). 
The "narso" tree, thus killed, rots to 
decay, aud from tho immense fibrous 
roots of the destroyer now springs a 
great trunk, which rises high into tha 
air. When ucnpc-y its full grown; it pre- 
sents a magnificent .spectacle, for tho 
cordlike roots rise often to CO cr GO 
feet aud support; in midair tho vest 
tree itself.
